made by Attorney R. O. Thompson In 
behalf of the citizens of East Liver­ 
pool, Judge Farr has made an order 
allowing Liverpool township an addi­ 
tional justice of the peace.

The United States department of ag 
rlculture ha* taken up the problem 
of reducing the expense of food aden 
tlficnlly and has prepared a series of 
booklets containing practical siigges 
ttous bv which thai purpose may lie 
accomplished 
In addition to two booklets. " The 
Economical I se of Meat In the I louie 
and “• Cheese and Its Economical I s# 
In the Diet," the department has is 
stied a third booklet entitled “Mutton 
and Its Value In the Diet.’ 
Wii- 
booklet contains more than seventy 
five recipes showing how dishes con 
tattling mutton may be served In as 
palatable forms us any other ••til'- of 
meat. 
The recipes have all been test 
**d bv experts connected with the toed 
rest-arch bureau tty scientific methods. 


Nutritive V alue of Mutton, 


In its investigations, as set forth in 
the iKHtklet. the department of agr! 
cl til re tis#* th# term “mutton” as ap 
piled to the flesh of sheep more than 
a year old. 
Pound for pound, the in 
▼estigators for the departm ent found 
that mutton has a larger amount of 
tissue forming substance and a higher 
energy value than lamb 
8o far as nutritive value is concern­ 
ed, mutton Is clit stied with beef. 
They 
have the sam e composition ami in 
their preparation differ very slightly 
a* to the percentage of waste when 
once prepared for tit# fable 
The jter- 
centage of fat in mutton Is about 30 
as compared to 20 per cent in beef. 
As a result, the fuel or energy value 
is greater In mutton than iu 
beef; 
measured in ca lone*, the energy value 
of a pound of mutton is given as 1.500 
as against Lt45 calories in a pound of 
beef. 
A* to Its digestibility, mutton ranks 
quite as high as tiny and higher than 
many other cuts of meat. 
As a result 
of a series of extensive experiment* 
carried on by the department of agri 
culture it was found that over 99 per 
cent of the protein aud over 98 per 
cent of the fat and cuts of mutton 
were digest ell. 
in other words, mut­ 
ton. Uke beef, was almost completely 
assimilated 


Showing Economy. 


One Important factor which makes 
mutton a more economical food ma­ 
terial than beef, the booklet points 
out. is that it is capable of more 
economical use. 
The mutton carcass, 
unlike the beef carcass, Is of such size 


can be utilized In a household having 
the ordinary refrigerating facilities. 
The price per pound of course, is com* 
anniv less when meat ta bought In 
this way. 
A leg of mutton, too, is of such alae 
that It can be conveniently utilized by 
the ordinary family, and it Is on the 
leg that there is lh# sm allest amount 
of waste material. 
The somewhat general belief that all 
kinds of mutton fat are unsuitable 
for culinary purposes, the department 
Investigators |*oint out In the booklet.
